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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding independent claims 1 and 14, the 
amendments to the claims (for example, "wherein the first simulation executing step and the second ismulation executing step are directed 
to different steps in the plurality of steps") would require new search and/or reconsideration because the scope of the claims has been 
changed. Regarding claims 3 and 1 3, Applicant maintains that Sarvar teaches only emprical data. As stated in the previous Office Action, 
Examiner notes that per the Applicant's own admission, a simulation step may comprise "...executing an interpolation calculation using the 
analysis result data" (see page 4 of the specification). Similarly, Sarvar discloses the calculation of heat capacity values based on empirical 
results and the interpolation of these results to calculate the varying heat capacity values that are used for the next simulation (Sarvar: 
section IV.B and IV.C). Thus, the calculation of the heat capacity values is a simulation and the resulting calculated heat capacity values 
are simulated conditions and the rejection is maintained.. 
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
